In a joking way I im- 
quired of him about this mysterious 
republic of Kunani, and was pleas- 
ingly surprised to learn that to the 
peoble of Brazil there was no mys- 
tery about this state. He told me 
that the President of Kunanit was in 
Rio de Janeiro. broke, and greatly 
in need of funds to pay off the sal- 
aries of his Cabinet. He had been 
intrusted by his Cabinet members to 
bring to Rio de Janeiro a consicn- 
ment of gold and diamonds which 
he had sold to the BraGilian Treas- 
ury and realized 600,000 franks: la- 
ter he went to an exclusive gambling 
place and lost every mark of it. He 
was in such dire circumetances that 
he was compelled to vacate his apa- 
clous rooms at a hotel and was new 
staying at a third-class house in the 
Bohemian section of the city. Like 
a mad man, as he was, he was now 
daily visiting the offices of the Brat 
lan national lottery, where he ex- 
. pected to win a lucky number. Of 
course, Lopez could not return to his 
republic without a cent in his 
pocket. 

For days I frequented the Rio de 
‘Janeiro State lottery offices, as ! 
‘was informed by our Consul that 
certain people I wished to meet 
would be found at these establish- 
ments. Meanwhile, I was in search 
of Presidio Lopez. 

After many days without progress 
in any of my special assignments, 
one day by a Singular freak of for- 
tune I met Lopes. I made his ac- 
quaintance in a very strange fashion. 

WHAT THEY DO IN RIO. 
In Rio they draw every day 4 
State lottery, and on Sundays they 
double the prizes, and after the 
morning church services everyone 
buys tickets. One may win 60,900 
marks on any Sunday with a lucky 
ticket, and 30,000 marks on ordinary 
days. One good thing with these 
establishments i that while they 
eatisfy everybody's gambling instinct 
it can never rgin anyone.

DROPS GAS BOMB.

Some were of 
a new variety which explode in mid- 
alr with a bluish-red flash and give 
off a cloud of mustard gas. Being 
heavier than the air, the mustard 
gas quickly descended toward some 
of our battery positions and a road. 
After the machine disappeared 
the German gas shell bombardment 
began. Another enemy airplane 
hovered over the town while fhe 
bombardment with gas shells was 
in progress. 
American artillery on the Toul 
sector continued to shell effectively 
enemy first line and communication 
trenches, ti town of St. Baussant 
and the billets and dumps north of 
Boqueteau. Many of the Americen 
shells have fallen in the German 
trenches and the first two lines in 
at least one place have been virtual- 
ly abandoned. 

WITHIN FOE’S LINE. 

One patrol freely this 
point in the enemy line without 
molestation last night and this 
morning and remained there sev- 
eral hours.

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APPEALS COURT BLASTS |

midnight, next Sunday night, ends 
the present litigation of those op- 
posed to the enforcement of the law. 
The bill was filed yesterday at 
noon, and but little time was re- 
quired to dispose of it. The de- 
fendants were Superior Judge Grant 
Jackson and the Superior courts 
of Los Angeles county. The plain- 
tiffs, Ludwick and Matson, sought 
relief from the enforcement of the 
ordinance adopted by the City Coun- 
cil to prohibit saloons the sale 
of distilled alcoholic liquors, and 
regulate the sale and service of 
vinous, malt and alcoholic liquors. 
No opinion was handed down by 
the District Court of Appeal deny- 
ing the petition for the writ of man- 
date requiring the Superior Court to 
restrain the enforcement of the 
ordinance untl the tissues in the 
case may be finally determined.” It 
ils understood, however, that the 
higher court held it had no right to 
interfere in the action of the lower 
court under the circumstances.

It's 2 o'clock in the 
now and I hope the last bomb was 
thrown, as I havent heard a sound 
for ten minutes. As the enemy 
neared Paris we could see the 
French aero lights shoot up one 
after another, until the sky seemed 
swarming with them on every side. 
WONDERFUL SIGHT. 
“Then the battle began. Mra. 
Stanley Jones and I were at the 
window of our apartment and could 
see everything, and oh such a sight. 
Too wonderful and yet too horrible 
when I think of all the victims. 
The French would throw up huge 
lights that would burst and stay lit 
in the air, to help find the enemy. 
This had been going on since be- 
fore midnight, and the guns and 
bombs hadn't stopped for even «4 
second until now. 
“The bombs sound louder than 
the loudest cannon you can imag- 
ine. Once a bomb that must have 
landed somewhere very near 
burst so that the whole house shook 
as if by an earthquake.” 
On January 31 Miss Childs went 
io Paris, and this is what she writes 
after her return:

Husband, His Brothers and 


: Guns in Action. 


Taken from Santa Barbara to 
Glendora, She Says. 


“Drison” Life on a Ranch is 
Described in Court. 


Mrs. Beatrice FT. Walker told on 
the witness stand yesterday at the 
preliminary examination of her hus- 
band, Edward B. Walker, that she 
had been “kidnaped” from a ranch 
near Santa Barbara by her husband 
and his two brothers and hurried in 
an automobile to Glendora, where 
she says she was illegally held in 
restraint for a week. 

According to her story, told in 
Justice Forbes's court, Mrs. Walker 
was employed at the Potter Ranch 


| at Toledo, near Santa Barbare, when 


on March 17 her husband and John 
and Phil Walker, his brothers, drove 


. up to the place in a machine, When 
she refused to accompany them, her 
» husband, she said, forcibly made her 


enter the car with her half-dressed 
baby, striking her on the forehead 
with a revolver when she resisted. 

Ernest T. Wagstaff, who employed 
Mrs. Walker at the farm creamery, 
created some merriment in the court- 
room when he described the visit 
there of Walker and his brothers. 

„»I heard Mrs. Walker scream for 
help,” he testified, “and I rushed 
to the spot and told Walker that this 
business hg 1 gone far enough and 
must stop. 

HE KEPT MOVING. 

“With that I turned to face three 
guns, all leveled at my head. Walk- 
er poked a six-shooter into my neck 
and told me to keep moving. I did 
as I was told, for it looked like they 
meant business.” 

Mrs. Walker described her hus- 
band’s attempts to have her return 
to the family domicile “for the sake 
of the kiddies,” and of her refusing 
because of her lost respect for him. 
Finally, she said, she agreed to ge 
back on condition that he open a 
joint account at the bank, and he 
agreed. 

“He came to visit me at the 

nch she continued, “and told me 

e had opened the account as agreed 
upon, but I did not believe him. 
Then he grew angry, and shouting 
to his two brothers, ‘Come on boys,’ 
he grabbed me and forced me into 
the automobile with the help of the 
others. After this he entered the 
house and took the baby from the 
bed and brought her to the machine 
dressed only in her night clothes.” 

REPULSED HUSBAND. 

Mra. Walker gave a description of 
the automobile trip to Los Angeles, 
on which her husband made severa! 
attempts to put his arms around her, 
but she repulsed him, — * 
party finally drew up at the home o 
John end Phil Walker about mid- 
night. 

There my husband for two hours 
on his knees renewed his pleas for 
me to return to him,” she testified. 
“Finally I consented for the sake of 
the children. An arrangement was 
entered into by which I was to go 
to Shetland Nook, his father’s place 
near Glendora, to remain there 
awhile in order to think matters 
over. 

“T had no sooner reached Glen- 
dora than he told me he had a mind 
to take the shoes off my feet, as 
they didn't belong to me. I re- 
moved the shoes and walked bare- 
footed into the house, where I ob- 
tained an old pair. Then I took my 
baby and attempted to leave, but he 
came after me and carried me bodi- 
ly into the house 

“IT finally managed to go to the 
home of my family on Valencia 
Heights, near Covina. I attempted 
to leave there twice, but both times 
my husband came after me and put 
me back on the front porch.” 

The examination was continued 
until Tuesday, April 2, in order that 
the defense may produce additional 
witnesses.

FIGHT DISMISSAL OF 
INFRINGEMENT SUIT. 


LITIGATION OVER PATENTS TO 
PEACH-PARING MACHINE 
AGAIN IN COURT. 


In Federal Judge Bledsoe’s court 
yesterday stout resistance was made 
to the notice of the Samuel J. 
Dunkley Company of Kalamazoo, 
Mich., to dismiss its suit for alleged 
infringement of a patent on a 
peach-pealing machine by the 
Pasadena Canning Company, of 
which George E. Grier ot Pasa- 
dena is manager, and the latter 
filed several affidavits supporting 
the position against the dismissal 
of the case. It is alleged that the 
litigation is of great publi¢ moment 
and that vast interests would suf- 
fer if the bill is dismissed. Judge 
Bledsoe took the matter under ad- 
visement. 

Kemper B. Campbell, attorney of 
the Pasadena Canning Company, in 
a statement said: — 

This suit is of and general 
interest, and if the plaintiff pre- 
valls and succeeds in forcing its 
claim of tribute from fruit packers 
of the United States of from $3 
to $6 a ton of peaches canned, that 
it win not only result in a monop- 
oly of the peach-packing industry, 
but will give the plaintiff and the 
interests behind it a leve e to et- 
fect a monopoly of all fruits 
as well.” 

An affidavit made by Mr. Camp- 
bell further says that the defend- 
ant company has recently incurred 
an expense of $4000 in gathering 
testimony and seeing witnesses, and 
$15,000 additional in the employ- 
ment of associate counsel, Francis 
J. Heney having consented to aid 
in the defense and the Federal 


release Heney for 
April 1. 

Attorney Campbell made oath 
that he had personally interviewed 
many persons employed dy the 
Dunkley company in 1902-3-4, and 
that many of them will testify that 
the firet model of the Dunkler 
peach-pealing machine was con- 
structed in 1903 and not in 1902, 
as testified by Samuel Dunkley, his 
son, Melville E., and their em- 
ployee, Harvey Schau, in the litiga- 
tion heard by United States Judge 
Van Fleet in 1916.
